Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 9/14/2009 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 8, 9, 11-13 and 19-25 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 based upon the 
combination of Barthelemy, Collins and Attanasio. 

The Examiner particularly notes the declaration's identification of the claimed 
scalable computer system as being recognized as tightly coupled and distinguishable 
from the general types of loosely coupled computer networks, such as the Internet, 
discussed by the prior art of record (Declaration of Maurice Castro, §10-11). Upon 
further consideration, the Examiner agrees that the general teachings of the prior art or 
record would not have been sufficient to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to 
produce the specific claimed invention, given the existence of "significant technical and 
engineering barriers to overcome" that have "no obvious solutions" (Declaration of 
Maurice Castro, §12). 

The identification of specific sections of the declaration should not be interpreted 
to imply that other sections immaterial to overcoming the §103 rejection. The 
declaration has been considered in its entirety in determining its sufficiency to overcome 
the rejection of claims 8,9,11-13 and 1 9-25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8, 9 1 1-13 and 19-25 (now renumbered 1-12) are allowed.
